b o th sid es, 
but we have the g ratify-1 
in g assurance from none less than 
Gen Sir Bernard Montgomery that 
"th e Allied arm ies have secured a 
firm and good lodg em ent on the 
main lan d of France” . 
We 
m ustn't 
assum e 
from 
this 
th at the 
Allies 'have 
passed 
the 
d an g er mark. The peak of the bat­ 
tle will come when Nazi Field Mar­ 
sh al Rommel throws in the main 
b o d y of his armored strateg ical re- 
rerv es for an all-out counter-at­ 
tack 
We should 
save our cele­ 
b ratio n until that assault has been 
d eal: with, since it can be a nasty 
affair. 
Ho wev er, Rom m el him self is in a 
mig h ty tig ht com er. 
His problem 
isn ’t that of dealing with the Cher­ 
b o u rg peninsula alone, but of g uard­ 
in g th e entire coast line of western 
Eu ro p e and southern France. If he 
sen d s g reat streng th 
ag ainst the 
p en in su la, he lays him self open to 
Allied 
am bhibious 
invasions 
at 
n u mero u s other 
strateg ic 
points 
He might handle one, but he can ’t 
d eal with all of them satisfactorily 
at th e sam e time. 
Still, he 
has no choice but to 
clef en d the peninsula to the best of 
h is ability. 
Thus 
great 
battle 
is 
o n e of the crucial eng ag em ents of 
th e war, for while Rom mel couldn’t 
p rev en t the Allies from establish­ 
in g a second 
front 
by 
defeating 
th em at Cherbourg, yet he m ight 
d elay our ultim ate success greatly. 
So we m ust expect the Nazis- to 
attack YiT frrrcs in 
Immediate 
fu tu re an d trv to drive the Allies 
back in to the sea. One of our most 
p o werfu l weapons ag ainst this as­ 
sault will be our vast superiority in 
th e air. We shall depend heavily 
o n th a t to deal with enemv con­ 
cen tratio n s of 
troops 
and 
tanks! 
an d with m ovem ents on railways 
an d h ig h w ay s 
leading to the pen­ 
in su la. 
Another tower of streng th rests 
in th e Allied 
warships lying 
off 
Ch erb o u rg . You will note that to­ 
d ay 's com munique says "enemy m o­ 
b ile batteries 
have 
been 
under 
heavy fire from Allied warships 
The g reat, naval g uns not only h av e 
b >en ironing out batteries, but are 
wo rk in g on enem y concentrations 
Th eir fire is directed by w arp lan es

had been thrown over them. 
This is America's first cemetery 
in France in this war. It is not • 
pretentious place. 
A few days agr 
it was a German m inefield sepa­ 
rating the beach defenses from thf 
rugged pill boxes and forts in a 
steep hill that rises a f rew hundred 
yards from the ugly, rock strewn 
beaches. 
W hen 
the 
Am ericans 
swarmed 
onto the beaches through murder­ 
ous surf, angry Germ an guns mowed 
them down. The cold, greedy water 
of the wrathful channel, lashed by 
three-dav wind, clutched at some, 
sucking them down. 
Another cem etery Ls being pre­ 
pared nearby because this hallowed 
ground is too sm all to care for the 
men who will not fig ht again.

m illion men are retained 
in the

‘ This country never has had and 
never 
will 
have

poit declared, adding that the huge 
number of jobs that must be pro­ 
vided “ presents a challeng e alm ost 
as grave as the challeng e of war". 
Present em ploym ent in the coun­ 
try was estim ated at about 50.000,- 
C0C persons, exclusive of those in

NEW RUSSIAN 
OFFENSIVE ON 


Soviets Crack Finnish De­ 
fenses On 25-Mile Front 
Above Leningrad 


MOSCOW, 
June 
12 
Launching 
a, major offensive designed to knock 
Finland out of the war and isolate 
approximately 100,000 Nazi troops 
In 
the 
northern 
part 
of that 
country, the Red arrnv rolled for­ 
ward along the Karelian isthmus 
above Leningrad today after crack­ 
ing Finnish defenses on a 25-mile 
front. 
A 
communique 
last 
nig ht 
an­ 
nouncing the new drive said Soviet 
troops already had advanced 12 to 
25 miles, and indicated they 
were 
moving forward everywhere In high 
gear. 
Troops under Col. Gen. Leonid 
Govorov, w ho lifted the sieg e of 
Leningrad, launched the push Fri­ 
day, just one m onth after the fall 
of Sevastopol. 
The Soviet communique declared 
Rusian 
forces 
had 
captured 
8 2 
towns and villages, including the 
rail junction of Terljoki, 27 miles 
airline northwest of Leningrad and 
ICO miles east of the Finnish cap­ 
ital of Helsinki. 
ALso captured, the bulletin said, 
was 
Yappllya, 
desr-ribed 
as 
“ an 
important strong point” seven miles 
northeast of Terljoki situated on 
the 
Leningrad - Helsinki 
railway 
about six m iles west of the 1938 
R ussian-Finish 
border, 
and 
70 
miles east of the frontier estab­ 
lish ed by the peace treaty which 
ended the war between the two 
countries in the winter of 19 39 -40 
The Soviets said 
the 
offensive 
was being supported not only bv 
masses of planes, but also by guns 
of the Russian Baltic fleet, and 
that heavy losses In men and m at­ 
erial were being inflicted on the 
Finns.

SUPREME HEADQUARTERS, Allied Expeditionary Force, June 12.— 
American troops liavh captured Carentan, main strong hold guarding the 
narrowest neck of Cherbourg peninsula, the G erm an hig h command con­ 
ceded today, and British forces have battered nine m iles east of Caen, 
threatening encirclem ent of th at eastern hing e of th e Normandy battle- 
front, 
Doughboy troops not only were cracking the Cherbourg peninsula line 
at the center, pounding halfw ay across the cape, but one spearhead had 
hammered within 14 m iles southeast of the great funnel port itself. And 
Berlin said seaborne forces had poured ashore at St. Vaast La Hogue, 15 
m iles east of Cherbourg. 
* 
The Germ ans said C arentan, 
whoso 
floodg ates 
control the main 
peninsular water defense system , was evacuated in order to continue a 
stand on ground less exposed to Allied naval guns. 
As for Caen. Germ an broadcasts said a British drive had reached 
nearly to Troarn, nine m iles due east of that bastion, and that Allied 
parachutists had landed south of Caen. British troops were driving down 
west of Caen threatening the other flank. Field M arshal Erwin Rom m el 
has mounted his fiercest armored counter-attacks in this Caen sector, 
and Berlin said major British forces were concentrating for a full-fledg ed 
assault on the town. 
I 
In the center of the 50-m ile-long 
front, Am erican 
troops 
were tgj- 
vancing toward Bt Lo, a prize com ­ 
m unications hub 20 m iles inland. 
As the American frontal attack 
across the Merderet river on Cher­ 
bourg peninsula reached w ithin 12 
miles of the 
west 
coast 
roads— 
whose capture would seal off Cher­ 
bourg—Vichy radio said doughboys 
had pushed into Quineville on the 
east coast. 
This would put Lt. Gen. Omar N. 
Bradley’s flank within 14 m iles of 
Cherbourg on a four-m ile front be­ 
tween 
Q uineville and 
Monteburg, 
where street fig hting wns reported 
The G erm ans, apparently reeling 


under the force of the first invasion 
week, said 300,000 to 400.000 Allied 
troops already had been poured into 
a m ig hty bridgehead flood and that 
these represented only a third of 
the am phibious assault forces poised 
In Britain. 
"The bulk of the huge forces of 
the 21st am phibious army group is 
still standing by to pounce on sooie 
im portant 
harbor," 
the 
G erm an 
radio declared. 
Continuing a stream of reports of 
new Allied landings, Berlin’s trans- 
ocean news ag ency said sea-borne 
forces had been put ashore at St. 
Vaast La Houguc near the top of 
the peninsula and due east of C her­ 
bourg yesterday. 
Allies Ferry Tanks Across Orne 


The G erm ans said the Allies had 
rossed the Orne Estuary, ferrying 
over tanks and threatening Caen, 
which Marshal Erwin Rommel by 
his 
counter-attacks 
had 
m ade 
a 
testing point.
